The JVlanipur State lies between Latitude 2.‘L bit' and 25 20' No.*th, and 

Longitude 93' 10' and9t° 30' East, and is bounded on 

Goojraphicai. North by the Naga Hills ; on the East by llurnia, 

m the South by the Lushai Hills and Burma, and on the West by Cachav. 

The area of the State is 8,038 square miles, some 700 of which form the 

central valley of Manipur, Avhich is inhabited by Manipuris, while the 
•emaining area of over 7,938 square miles consists of mountainous and 
lilly country inhabited by Nagas and other hill tribes. 

The valley is about 2,000 feet above sea level with drainage from 
N^orth to South and the highest mountains in the Hill are* rise to nearly 
10,000 feet above sea level. 

The principal rivers in the State are the Imphal and Barak, the 
former with its tributaries draining the valley, the hills immediately 

'iurrounding it and the Southern Hills, and the latter draining the Northern 
vnd Western Hills. 'I’lie Tmphal river flows through the Chiu Hills and 
the Kale Valley into the Cliindwin river of Burma and the Barak river 
lows through Cachar and the Surma A^alley into the lower Brahmaputra. 

The valley of Manipur is dotted with lakes and marshes many of 
vhich dry up in the hot weather, but there are a number of large - 

akes which retain water throughout the year, the largest being the 

Loktak Which is sone 8 miles in length and 5 in breadth after the 

innual rains.

His Highness Avaj awarded the C. B. E. in 1917 and Avas given the 
hereditary title of Maharaja in 1918. In 1931 His Highness Avas created 
Knight Commander of the Star of India. 

The eldest son of His Highness, Maharajkuinar , Bodh Chandra Singh, 
is 28 years of age. He Avent with his younger brother M.iharaj Kumar Prij’-a- 
brala Siugh to England in 19^2 and married in 1929. In August 1934 His 
Highness the ^laharaja A\as regretfully compelled to send him into exile, 
and with the consent of the Government of India he took up his residence 
in Benares.

Valley. 

1. Weather on the whole wus good except in some parts of the year. 

In the first part of the year agricultural operations 

Weather and Crops. 5 ,uf];ered to * some extent for want of rain. Insects 

Iso damaged the standing crops to some extent. In the middle of November, 
935 hailstones caused some damage to the standing crops in the southern 
art of the Valley and in the last part of JMarch, 193(1, great damage 
as caused to the standing crops by hailstones mostly in the town area, 
hen in the middle of April, 1930, some damage was done by Hood to 
le standing crops. On the whole the rice crop was satisfactory being 
}ckoned as a 12 anna crop. Other crops were not good. In Jiribam the 
i.‘uduction was not good, though value of some produce was raised. 

The area in the valley under rice was 5,14,910 highas ( 1,8(),137‘52 
•res), and under other crops was 40, 111 bighas ( 15,253'22 acres). In 
iri 1,91-2 bighas (01-2 acres) were ncAvly assessed during the year, but 
803 bighas ( 010 acres ) were relimpiished.

5. An export tax of lls. 10 a bull’alo, Rs. 8 a bullock, and Rs. 5 a 
pony is levied on all such animals e.vporled from 
Cattio Lxport. State. Cattle exported from one puj-t of British 

India to another which pass thi’ough the State in transit have to pay 
tax of R*!. 50 up to 10 animals, Rs. 100 up to 20 animals and 

Rs, 200 up to to animals. Xo single trader is allowed to take more than 
-10 animals through the State. By an order of the Assam (jovernmeut 
Avhich was convey od in their letter No. Pol. 1,522/0115 A. B. dated the 
19th June, 1930, the rates of export tax for the latter kinds of exports 
now conform to the rates of the former from the State. 


I'he collection of this export tax is carried on in th(‘ Foreigner’s Ollice 
which was in the charge of Srijut Sanjenbam Xodiaehand Singh, B. A. 
During the year under report 3,373 bullocks, 33 Mani])uri hulfaloes, 507 
Bangors ( Bengali or Assames bullalocs ) and 374 J’onies uju'c exported 
from the State. During the same year, 7 bullocks, 893 hulfaloes and 3 
ponies passed through the State from Burma to Cachav ami Assam. 


No cattle and bulfaloes nere exported during the period from 1st 
July, 1935 Jo 14th Noveniber, l!t35, on account of an embargo on the 
export due to the prevalence of foot and mouth di.seasc which continued 
from the previous year. 

There Avas an increase in the export of cattle and hulfaloes on the 
export of the previous year while the export of ponu's decreased.

.and a Chalmugra Seed Mahal in the Manipur Forests. They were put 
' up to auction but there was no buyer. Probably this was because the 

^ mahals were new and untried. At last the Rubber Mahal was sold for 

lls. 30 and the Chalmugra mahal for Rs, 5. Tlui latter mahal did not 

cover the Jiri-Rorak Forest for which a separate mahal was created and 
sold by Deputy Conservator of Forests, Cachar ( Vide Darbar Resolution ' 
No. 8 R of 5th May, 1930). There was no sale of Tea Seeds during 
the year under report. 

There was no change in this head. No repair of salt wells was 

done except that the Nongkhong or Loichubi of 
Valley Salt woiK Khongleii was examined by the salt well exjiert. 

On account of 'more important works the assessment of private salt wells 
to revenue was postponed to next year.

ARTS AND CRAFTS DEPARTMENT. 

The department was under the management of Mrs. Davis till the 
15th February, D)3(). On her departure, in order to reduce expenditure 
on ostahlishment, it was decided that a Manipuri should be appointiid as 
Manager, Srijut K. 'J’ombi Singh was appointed Alanuger on the 2()th 
April, 1 930. 

The sale proceeds varied from month to month. In September th(5 
amount was Rs. 171, in November Rs. 1,370, in December Rs. 322, in 
January Rs. 013.

AllCILKOLOGY. 

For many years Srijut Wahengham Yunijao Singh, the Superintedcsnt 
Itate J’rcss, has carried on investigations privatels , and has brought to 
ight many inleiaisling relies ladalitng to the past history of Alanipur. Since 
133-3 1 the Stale has given a small sum annually to assist in these 
Beaearches. 

In the Shangaithen e.vcavalion, in the early part of the dry season, 
gome stone imphnuents with charcoal, and very small chips of pottery were 
funnd showing that^ the site was the home of at least two civilizations, but 
in the latter part of the .season no regular excavation could be carriial 
oat. Some old manuscripts including very rare ones in old Alanipuri, Hengali, 
and Sanskrit, were acipiired. 

The two Sangaithen Palace sites, and the old and lilled-uj) cnirse of 
the lleihirok river were also reserved this year.
